One other copy is known to be in the 
Bodleian. 


The play was registered with the Stationers’ Company on 
February Sth, 1605, and was probably played at Hampton Court 
early in October, 1604. 


An exhaustive and valuable monograph on the play was 
issued by Mr. Quinn in 1902 under the auspices of the University of 


Pennsylvama. 


Having regard to the extremely poor and difficult condition 
of the original— badly printed on thin and now over-stained 
paper —this reproduction has been carefully and_ successfully 
executed. Here and there is observable the barest tendency to excess 


in tone, but beyond that there is little on which to comment.
